IN THE WRONG WORLD. 

Lord Byng says—very sensibly—that the 
League of Nations can only fulfill the role intended 
for it if all nations joins it and all agree to sub- 
mit their claims to its judgment. But that is just | 


the difficulty. They won’t do it. And if all 
nations were willing to ‘submit their claims to 
international arbitration they could pull along in 
peace without any league. As at present consti- 
tuted the League could only function in a world 


where it wouldn't be needed. 


GETTING ACTION. 

The people of Sydney Mines, N.S., have appar- 
ently got tired having the community run by 
whisky peddlers. They held a mass meeting and 
took matters in hand, appointed a committee to 


handle civie affairs, and gave the ‘‘king’’ of the 
fraternity 24 hours to get out of town, Their 


action is decidedly ‘‘direct,’’ and of course quite 
not legal. But it is refreshing to see the populace 
somewhere rise up and say in an emphatic way 
that the law has to be enforeed, even against the 
traffickers in whisky. Generally the notion seems 
to prevail that if prohibitory legislation will not 
enforce itself there is nothing further to be done. 
Of course a law that is so regarded never is en- 
forced or can be in any thorough-going fashion. 
Murders would be of daily occurrence everywhere 
if it were not that public opinion demands that 
murderers be caught and hanged. Bootleggers 
will be as searce as murderers when public opin- 
wt demands that they be put out of business. 


CUTTING OFF THE SUPPLIES. 

The authorities in England and Scotland have 
made a general round-up of Mr. De Valera’s fel- 
low-couspirators in those countries and are send- 
ing them back to Ireland to be tried. The action, 
it is ta be supposed, was taken at the suggestion 
of the Free State Government. Why it was not 
suggested and taken long ago is a mystery. The 
‘*dissidents’’ have been getting arms and ammuni- 
tion from some source outside Ireland, and plenty 
of both. Their friends and sympathizers in the 
neighboring countries were most likely to be 
functioning as the purchasing and forwarding 
agents. The round-up suggests that there may be 
more strenuous times ahead of the rebels. For a 
year or more they have murdered and pillaged, 
while the Free State Government seemed to be 
hanging onto the vain hope that some day they 
would get tired of it and settle down to peaceful 
citizenship. Mr, Cosgrave has evidently made up 
his mind that the republicans are really out fo 
rule and ruin, and that there is only one way to 
deal with them. 


NOT NECESSARILY WAR. 

The shooting of a French officer and railway 
worker is the most serious “‘incident’’ that has 
occurred in connection with France’s attempt to 
All the more serious because 
it is attributed to ‘‘smouldering unrest’’ rather 
than to any over-act of provocation. France is 
bound to impose penalties upon the residents of 
the community in which the crime was committed, 
as a warning to all concerned that Germany's 
diebis eannot be paid or evaded by the murder of 
officials and industrial employees. That, it is to be 
supposed, will further inflame the latent hostility 
of the people of the Ruhr district, and of all Ger 
many. Auything from wholesale assassination to 
open war may follow. It more likely that 
neither will follow. The German mind is given 
io counting the cost, and the people of that coun- 
trv are little inclined to make trouble for them- 
selves by acts of folly committed in passion. Ger 
many is not ready for war, and its key industry 
is held by a French army. Those hard facts make 
for peace, even at the price of submission, Beur 
us uuardly likely to become another Sarajevo.

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TO SPEND OR NOT TO SPEND? 


The major question raised by the petition from 
the hotelmen is whether under the existing con- 
ditions the Legislature would be justified in al 
lowing a minority of the taxpayers to put the 
province to the expense of a quarter of a million 
dollars to hold a plebiscite on anything. This 
province is in a serious way financially. 
in the sense that the provincial treasury is two 
million dollars worse than empty, but that the 
sources of revenue have dried up. The taxpayers 
have not an extra quarter of a million to spend on 
any public service or undertaking that can be 
postponed. They have wready a heavier load 
than they can carry. It is fair guessing that not 
half the taxation levied last year by the province 
has been paid. If the Government and the 
municipalities set out to enforce payment there 
might be more farmers on the road than on the

To a very large degree excessive taxation is 
responsible for the stagnant conditions prevailing 
in town and country. It is a time when public 
expenditures should be kept down wherever and 
to whatever extent is practicable, to the cnd that 
taxation be reduced. Not only because the pres. 
ent gross levy upon the individual cannot be met, 
but because it is killing his ambition. When the 
tax-collector stands ready to grab whatever a 
man earns it is useless to expect individual enter 
prise to develop, and to create the prosperous 
conditions which nothing else ever did or ever 
can create. If the country is to get right the

It is worth while to pile another quarter 
of a million dollars of debt upon the provinee in 
order to decide immediately whether or not the 
hotelmen shall be allowed to sell beer? It is true 
that the Direct Legislation Act is definite on the 
point. If its terms are complied with then a 
plebiscite must be held within the next ten 
months, and the extra expense incurred, It is true 
that the authors of the petition went to the 


trouble and expense of circulating it in the expec- | sock knitter or 


tation that the terms of the Act would be ad- 
hered to. But the financial position of the prov 
ince and its taxpayers is no less definite than the 
terms of the Act, and a good deal more important 
And as the petitioners incurred the expense on 
the chance that their proposal would be rejected 
by the voters it would be throwing away their 
money to require them to at least accept a post 
ponement of the vote in view of the financial cir- 
cumstances. The petition does not carry the 
names of half the voters. The number of signa 
tures therefore gives no guarantce that the orig- 
inators will get what they want, whenever the 
vote is taken; and the plain presumption from 
every farmer vote that has been taken in the 
province is that they will not get it, whether the 
verdict is taken now or later. A general election 
is due within two years. 

A plebiscite held at the time of the election 
would cost practically nothing. If the Govern 
ment had no objection to going to the country at 
un earlier date the delay could be sensibly shor- 
tened. If the plebiscite were postponed until the 
general elections are to be held there would be a 
distinct departure from the terms of the Direet
